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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending June 21 
was down 6 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 11 per 
cent from the corresponding period in 1951 and 3 per cent 
for the first 5 months of the year as compared with last 
year, according to the New York Times activity index. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 1 per 
cent in May from April, but were 1 per cent above May 
1951 and for the first 5 months of the year were 2 per 
cent above last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 3 per cent in May from 
April but were 11 per cent above May 1951, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were 12 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production dropped fractionally in May from 
April, was 4 per cent below May 1951, and for the first 5 
months of the year was 2 per cent below last year, accord- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Board Index. 

. Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in May 
from April, 7 per cent from May 1951, and 8 per cent for 
the first 5 months of the year as compared with last year. 

Steel Production was down 1 per cent in May from April, 
10 per cent from May 1951, and 1 per cent for the first 5 
months of the year as compared with last year. The steel 
industry operated at 89 per cent of theoretical capacity in 
May—a drop of 13 per cent from May 1951. 

New Machine Tool Orders were down 2 per cent in May 
from April, 41 per cent from May 1951, and for the first 
5 months of the year were 41 per cent below last year. 
Machine tool shipments were up 5 per cent in May from 
April, 84 per cent from May 1951, and 102 per cent for the 
first 5 months of the year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down fractionally in May from April, 
38 per cent from May 1951, and 15 per cent for the first 
5 months of the year as compared with last year. Residen- 
tial construction in May was up 15 per cent from April but 
non-residential and public works and utilities construction 
were down 18 per cent and 2 per cent, respectively. For

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities for the first 5 months of 
the year were 2 per cent above the same period last year. 

Life Insurance Sales for the first 5 months of the year 
were 18 per cent above last year. 

Agricultural Income was up 4 per cent in May from 
April, but was 7 per cent below May 1951, and for the first 
5 months of the year was 3 per cent below last year. For 
the first 5 months of the year as compared with last year, 
income from dairy products was up 13 per cent, but in- 
come from meat animals, grains, and poultry and eggs 
were down 5, 12, and 18 per cent, respectively. 

Electric Power Production for the first 5 months of the 
year was 5 per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 2 per cent in May 
from April but was fractionally above May 1951. For the 
first 5 months of the year, however, coal production was 
3 per cent below last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded for the first 5 months of the year was 18 
per cent below last year. For the first 5 months of the 
year, residential construction was up 6 per cent but non- 
residential and public works and utilities construction 
were down 35 per cent and 29 per cent, respectively. 

Retail Sales of Independent Stores were up 7 per cent in 
May from April, 4 per cent from May 1951, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were fractionally above last 


Department Store Sales were up 1 per cent in May from 
April and 1 per cent from May 1951, and for the first 5 
months of the year were 3 per cent below last year. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales were up 9 per cent in May 
from April, but were 6 per cent below May 1951. For the 
first 5 months of the year, however, sales were 2 per cent 
above last year. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 39 Ohio counties 
were up 18 per cent in May from April, but were 7 per 
cent below May 1951, and for the first 5 months of the 
year were 28 per cent below last year.

Ohio a Manufacturing Leader 

Ohio was a manufacturing leader among the states in 
1947 as it has been for many decades. 

Ohio Ohio industry in total accounted for 8.5 per cent 
of the value added by manufacture in all U. S. industry. 
Ohio ranked fourth among all the states, being edged out 
of third place by Illinois which accounted for 9.0 per cent 
of total U. S. “value added.” New York, leading manufac- 
turing state, had 13.0 per cent of the value added by man- 
ufacture, followed by Pennsylvania with 9.3 per cent. 
Manufacturing Localization by Industry 

New York was first among the states in 6 of the 20 
major industry groups, all of these turning out the “light- 
er” manufactured goods—i.e., Apparel, Furniture and 
Fixtures, Paper and Products, Printing and Publishing, 
Instruments, and Miscellaneous. Ohio held first place in 3 
of the major industry groups—Rubber Products, Fabri- 
cated Metal Products and Machinery (not including Elec-

The industry groups in which Ohio had top-ranking 
among the states were primarily the “heavy” industries. 
Pennsylvania had top-ranking in both heavy and lighter 
industries, as did Illinois. 

Size of Establishment 

Largest average plant size was in Indiana with 101.4 
employees per establishment, followed closely by Con- 
necticut, Michigan and Ohio, in that order. In Ohio there 
were 97.1 employees per establishment. The average in 
the United States was 59.3. 

Percentage Gain, 1947 from 1939 

Of the 15 leading manufacturing states, seven had sub- 
stantially larger relative increases in the number of pro- 
duction workers, 1947 from 1939, than occurred in the 
United States as a whole. Largest percentage increases 
were in California (+95.5 per cent) and Texas (+93.4 
per cent). Ohio ranked fifth in size of increase, with +66.0 
per cent. This was the largest gain of the six largest, 
established, manufacturing states. 

Ohio County Manufacturing 

Nearly one quarter (23.4 per cent) of the total value 
added by manufacture in Ohio industry was accounted for 
by Cuyahoga County. However, manufacturing is widely 
distributed over the state, particularly in a wide belt run- 
ning diagonally from northeast to southwest across the 
state.
